DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
has found the Applicant's arguments presented in the Appeal Brief, filed October 8, 
2008, with respect to claims 1 , 2, 5 - 17, and 39 - 62 persuasive. Independent claims 1 , 
13, 15, 17, 52, and 54 are allowable for the reasons clearly indicated by Applicant in 
section VII beginning on page 7 and ending on page 30. Independent claim 3 is 
allowable for the same reasons presented on page 4 paragraph 15 of the office action 
dated December 8, 2006. Dependent claim 4 is allowable for at least the same reasons 
as independent claim 1 from which it depends and also for the same reasons as 
independent claim 3. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
